In the United States it Is "r" that un- 
mistakably jiroves a man's origin, if 
not his social .standing and his moral 
character. In New England and the 
Middle States the natives have a ixi- 
enlinr wav of disloealing the potent 
liipiiil.

Among the curiosities in tlio Natlona! 
Museum at Washington is the oollocliun 
of obsolete piijier money. A writer de- 
scribos some of tlie more striking of 
these inleresting spi'eini.;iis of antique 
eurreney, Ixiginning witli what is known 
as Shepherd's money, which is still in 
some part4 of MexiTO. The .money in 
<)acat'on consisted of two bits of pn|)cr 
jibout thu size of a tifty-ecut shinplostor. 
Tiio notes are iirintctl on white pa|)cr, 
in block, without any attempt at orna- 
ment or any of the usual devkxis to 
baffle counterfeiters. Tlie notes are 
doted at Hacienda do San ^^lgaoJ, Hato- 

iiilnx, and th.- teKt upon them is in 
Ipanish. One note Ls for twouly-livu 
and the other for oenta. In the 
lower comer It printed the name Alex- 
ander R. Shepherd, well known' In tliis 
o'ly. A card near the noli's infurnia the 
eiirions people who stop to look at them 
that such notes are in genorul circuits 
tion in tlio Batopilas district and ore 
preferred by the people tliere to the pa- 
per money Msuect by tlie Mexican Gov- 
eminent, A very extensive collection 
of uoins nn<l s|)ecimen8 of money has 
been plaotd on exhibition in Ilie 
niuaenro. A curious niccj of money la 
a bit of pastoboani, alxiut the size of a 
street-car ticket, and marked with a 
(loiicil by the man that issued it. Tlio 
one exhihiteil is for tliri'O eenis, and was 
issiietl by a Ixisinoss liousu in Mexico, 
rii'm pastclKinrd money has hoeu legal.

atus with whicli the vessel is to bo pro- 
Tklod. ahe oah readily lift an obstruo- 
tion df one hnndrod tons weight from 
the bottom of the river Tlie twiit is 
called the Cliiirl.'S 1{. Siitor, siiag-txiat 
No. 6, and will ply along the Lower 
Ohio, Miadutppi and Missouri rivers, 
her crew consisting of forty-throe imin. 

The vessel it of the pattern known as 
the twin-bow tnag-boat. She is 187 
feet long from stem to trnuseiu, 6'i foot 
beam, exclusive of guard, and 76 fee^ 
over the suords. Ttie hold is 7 
diH!p amidships, aiid tlie stoma, or two 
bowij. 30 toet apart, at adistanoo of 63 
feet from the lioftrding lino of tho stem, 
Mca.sured directly aft, glie is 5 foot II 
inches apart, ami tlio top side is uniUtd 
by a transom IC inches do^.

bulkhoad 100 feet from the stern, where 
the engine-room will he loentci. These 
bulkheads are water-tight, dividing llio 
boat into twenly-one eoniiiartnionts. 

From the decks on eacJi of the bows 
provision has Ixien iinde to carry an 
immense pair of s|Miar-poles witli Iho 
necessary tjickle for lifting lifty tons. 
Tho guards aro 12 foot 9 inches widu 
aniidsliip. Over tho well formed by 
the two liows there is built a frnnio 
work carrying a hea\y wiiidlnss capa- 
ble of raieiiig 100 tons deiul weight.— 
mtburgh BitiHUch.

HINDOO WIVES. 

A IiFttrr Seltllil Fuitli the UTila of In- 
f.iot Marriages In tndU. 

ru)>lic opinion in England was somr 
liinu sinco aroused to a strong sen~c 
of imiiguatlon by the republioation in 
the English papers of (he letters of "A 
Hindoo Lady," from the Timts of Imlia. 
Those got fortli in the most siriking 
manner the evils of the Hindoo customs 
of infant marriages ami of enforced 
widowhood. It is reiniirk.ihle that the 
writer of these letters slumlil in herself 
have b,>c.>nio an oxeniplirieatioii of the 
lirst'uf the two serious social evils to 
which she has colled attention. The 
tail story of her lifn is soon told. This 
hilly, whose name is llukmibai, wna. 
when only eleven years of ago, given 
ill m;u ri:ii;i' to a boy of ninctueu. In 

111 riLuici' with the Hindoo customs. 

she remiiined as a cliild at horfuthor's 
house, wiis highly educated, and is now 
ileseribcd as being n woman of rolintd 
iiml 'leliciite iimimers, while the i)0»ses- 
.i.iii ('( iiii'ie lliiui average ink'lloctnal 
Utilities is eviileiici'ii by the character 
of her letters. The husband to whom 
ninst .suppose she wan for some fam- 
ily or private reasons lu'lrothed is siiiii 
to lie an i'^'noraiit ami iinecluciited iium, 
nut (devatoil above the character of an 
liiiary laborer or coolie, and unable 
liv his own exertions to earn a hireier 
aiiioiiiit tlian tei' rupees (about tiro 
dollars) a month. It is unnecessary 
picture tlio fate of a refined, educated 
wciiimn, compelled te live witli aiieli a 
man; almost any destiny would lie pref- 
orabie to such a life. Kiikinibai refused 
to accept the position into which she had 
been Itiriisl when a chiUJ. and reso- 
lutely divlim il to live with the luaa 
who, according to tlie Uludoo law, wa« 
legally her husbaud, who consequently 
eoinmuncod a suit for the rontitution of 
conjugal rights in Ihc illifh Court of 
■lutftcttture. Ilombiiy. Mr. .lustico 
I'inkey, who Urst heard tho case, did 
not eVon call upon tito counsel for 
rtukmibai to reply, bnt at once dis- 
missed the case. But this did not sat- 
isfy tho hii.sbanil, who lodged an appeal 
to the lllgh Court, in which tlie ciuso 
was argued before tho Chief Justioo, 
Hon. Sir Charles Sargent, and Justice 
Hon. Lyttleton H. Uailoy, who it is 
staled liave taken time to consider their 
Jmlgment. In many of tho courts of 
juilicatiire in India native geotlvoieu 
are among the judges; in the Bombay 
High Court, Nanabakai Baridas, a 
native lawyer, sits upon the bench) 
hut in this insliince the two gentleinun 
eoiicermxi are Englisliiiien, and it is 
not necessary to statu that their syni- 
pathiea were entirely with the defend- 
ant. But, unfortunately (or her, tho 
question they had to try wu.s not one of 
fi'i'ling, bnt of law; ami should tliey 
hold, as it is not improbable that they 
may, that the Hindoo law, wliioh they 
are bound to administer, affords no re- 
lief to a wife who has beoo marric<l by 
her parents aa a child, the fate of 
Biikmibal will bo one of tho most pain- 
ful iiist;iiioes of oppression anil tho 
cruelty of enforcing old customs in the 
midst of a more mwlern civilization. 
Let u.s liope, for tho sake of the lady, 
th:it the decision of the High Court of 
Appeal mar Ik: fiivornhle to lier; if 
otherwlee, she will have the sliiciTest 
sympathy of every wouinn to whom her 
sad fate IS known, and she may, p r- 
imps, derive some slight consolatiou 
from knowing that tlie injustice and 
wronir perpetrated in lier case must In- 
evitably load to alteration in a law so 
repugnant to every sense of morality 
and justice. — LonJnn Qitceii. 



PAPER TOWNS. 

Ti»« Olttas mieh, Uke nun*r»a» • 
Other*, Were Never Built. 

In coming from Washington City t» 
Rl'ihmond tho traveler passes tho site' 
of two proposed cities whose projector 
w»re once sanguine that they would 
grow and attain a National importance 
in piipulatton and trade, but which 
stnlihornly refused to thrive in spite of 
all that W.VS done to push them for- 
warvl, and whose existence iw cities is 
conliiied to paper alone. 

The first of them is .Jackson City, on 
tho Viri^nia side of tho I'ohjmac, jus' 
opposite to Washington. The idea of 
biiililing this city as a rival of the Na- 
tii)ii;il caiiital was conceived by soiu.. 
of "Old Hickory's" admirers diirini, 
his Presidential term, ond such faitl 
dill they have In tho name that they 
did not think failure was possible u 
they called il Jackson City. Accord 
lu'lv. tliev bmght of Mr. (leorgo 
Masoii. f)r *10i>,000, a large part of 
which w:us paid in bonds of the 
jiany, a tract of laml tlnit was 



corn- 
laid o(I 

ni loU, streets and aveiines on a niag- 
nitieent scale. Then, to give fl'U U> 
the scheme, they dtltirmiuod upon a 
public demonstration on tho occasion 
of the laving of the corner-stone of the 
now city! Accordingly, on the day ap- 
piiint.'ir a large crowd assembled on 
the s|int. ainoii.i: wliii'h was President 
Jaukson and members of his Cabinet 
and many other distinguished parsons, 
and after an oration had been 
liolivered by licorgo Wasliington 
Parke Cnstis. tho a/lopted son 
of fieorge Washington, tho corner- 
stoiu) of Jackson City was laid with 
imp.is'ng ooromonlos. But, strange to 
sav, that was about that ever was 
laid, notwithstan'lins the niagniliccnt 
3ond-o!f with which it had booii inau- 
gurated. The traveler who passe* tlia 
s;tj Ut-dtty and sees only one or two 
ililapidatod frame houses to mark tlio 
sp.it would never im igine that it ha t 
been the scene of siicli a gathering as 
once assembled there, or that such 
high hopes .and sangmne expectations 
were once indulged iu conoorning its 
future 

The oilier dead city is liuanltco, on 
the I'ot'imae. >iin' twenty miles north 
of Kredericksbiirg. So;m after the 
close of the late war, when tho Rich' 
mond, Kroderlcksbnrg & Potomac rail- 
road was extended to that |>oint. this 
city was l.iid out on an ext 'iislve scale, 
and such conlidencj d'.d iu projector.* 
have in i's future that they wont to 
work and built a large and handsomi! 
four-story hotel, at a cost of in.<ny 
thousand dollars. Thoy also obUuued 
a charter conferring upou the com- 
pany extensive powers, such as to 
bnilil railru iils, ik) a banking biisinoss, 
engage In manufacturing projuets, etc. 
but, contrary to tlieir sanguine expecta- 
tions, the eiiU;rprise never thrived and 
the eilv WHS never built. The hot-d is 
now unuceiipiixl, save by a tonant to 
take care of the properly, and some 
montlis ago one eml o( the buiidin 
fell out, and lias been eloped up wit 
wooden l>iards. Ins'i'iel of a biislling 
bu<y eitv, (inimtico is a quiet c lunlry 
railroiul' station, and is not likely ever 
to he any tliins else. Tho failure o( 
tlll^ two cities to ••mat'r'alizc." iu

for Iiteoiiies fur Ills Sons. 
The Kiii(( "f Sweden andXorwiiy liiit) 
■1 priviit<- inc.. me of abinit .* ISii.lKHl. 
The thrown I'rinee'.- salary is included 
in this. The .secomi son. I'rtnoe Dsknr, 
the Duke of Ootblanci, will soon be 
twenty -ciglit years of age, so that the 
King linds it proper that he also should 
receive a personal aliriwance o(^.*7,()00. 
The King inaile his deiiiands in Parliii- 
ment in a lengthy speech iu which he 
recited the needs of his sons— bo ho* 
four— 08 follows: 

"lloth as father andas King my hoart 
is lllled with s.irrow when 1 think of 
tlie future of my younger sons. I gave 
tlieni lus good an education as WHS lios- 
sible. They must first thank their 
niotlicr for having lumle thcni goixl and 
lionoraide young men, wlio deserve tho 
conlidence and mvc of all good people. 
Tlieir demands are s.icli as are usxed 
of otiiors. Tliua far they have fulAlled 
all expeotutions. They have possoil 
their academic and niilitnry examina- 
tions most suooossfully, as well tit do- 
ing duly in the privnii' s.-rvioi^ of the 
army. Now if my sons luivc passed 
their examinations like other Swedish 
yimng men, do they possess the same 
promTsos for Independent positions of 
activity aud dutv* Not at all. The 
(Jovcrnments of Norway and Sweden 
coiitiiie their civil freedom and lights 
In a personal as wi;ll as an uoonooilcal 
way, to very olo.se limits. In a poUtlo- 
nl 'way they aro debarred from tlie 
privilu'ges ol voting and election. In- 
ternational regards nI»o limit their lib- 
erty. Tliny can not, without losing 
their rights as heirs, marry privateir 
an<l obey the dictatos of the boart. 
I'liey can not accept any civil position, 
thrv euli ii'it travel iii! thev want «>, 
even after they roach their majority, 
and of lato it has boon the custom not 
to allow them any thing for nillllary 
service, although they arc oljligod to 
fuinil the samere.si)onsibilitiesaso(lior6 
in tlic service. Although tlicy are 
licriMlitarv Princes and deprived of 
niuch civil liberty tliey aro not roim- 
bnrsed from the p'ldillc 'treasury to give 
them other advantagci." 

The King then remembered how 
much he and his brothers anil sisters 
rocolvod, and finally doclurod hlslnlen- 
tiun of making a request (or hlssocond 
son, provided, however. Mint in ilie 
budget for 18811 and 1893 ho would 
make some doniiinds for his youngor 
sons. King Oskar then aiinonnood 
that the Norwegian Qovernmont had 
dceUlod to allow tho Duke of Gothland, 
Prince Oskar, f 4,0110 ])er yeai'. 

Tlie Sweilish Slaalsrath allowcil tho 
King's liemaiids and prepared an ao- 
winjniiiying act for tho llulolislag, bill 
I the press, even the mildest papi>r«, 
objected thereto, claiming that tho 
sons had iaiierited from their giand- 
inother, Quiien Josiqiliine, a sul'ueluut 
fortune to allow the interest tliernon 
I to provide handsomelv for thorn. It 
has therefore been decided not to push 
, the passage of the laws in tho Beiob- 
MUnois Siaati-Zoitung.

It is tbungfit tliat there are over 
sevifii liiin lred thousainl ileiif-mutes in 
the world. The uuinhcr in Great Brit- 
ain is twenty tliousaud, in this country 
thirty-five thousand. Tlieir instruction 
involves peculiar difficulties, bnt with, 
out they uoooine a lieavy public bllrdeii. 
It is only about seventy years .since tho 
first institution wa.s cst.Hiilislied for tlie 
purpose, and there are now bnl forty- 
eight in the United Siales, a number 
altogether inadequati\ With the pro*- 
iint arrangementd, tho uust of eaoh 
pupil is two hnndred dollan a^year, aa 
it inchides ■«-_-_ 
tliein. 

Most of this class of persons have all 

the organs of spuocli, ami ore mute 
onlv because they arciie:if. eillier never 
having learned, or having forgotten 
how V> iiHO them in spjken longimgu. 
Hut it ii the minority who are bairn 
deaf. Of tlie tlireo hundred and sixty- 
four graduates af the rennsylvania In' 
stitntion, only one humlred ami tliirty' 
two were so born; ami of tho six 
biiiilred and sixty-one pupils iu tho 
similar institution in O.itario, only 
two hundred and sixty-two, the 
others having Vjst their hearing l)y 
evers, measles and other dis emes. ft 
seems, therefore, that the majority of 
deaf mutes become so from preventiblo 
cause)— proveotibleif moilioid attention 
was earlier called to the condition of 
the ear. 

Koriiierly ileaf-iiiiit 'S were tan^fht to 
converse iinly by manual signs. Lat- 
tcrlv il has been found possible to teach 
theiu to convene by articulation. This 
is comparatively easy in the cose uf 
tliose whose deafness caino on after 
tlHiy liail learned to talk. In others it 
is more (lillieult. bilt it can bo done 
and even where tho ability ai'ipiired is 
not equal to the needs of general inter- 
course, it is to that of the home. In 
the Clinton Sti eet School, i'bilailelphia, 
arUeulation alone is t.anght, and ti 
iu <re advanced pupils there eoiuparo 
in some branches with otiior children 
of tho samo ago whose sens js are per* 
feet. It is djubtloss, on the whole, 
best to learn both arthiulation and the 
sign manual.
